The prop shaft 
drives a two mode drive unit 30 which drives a rear differential 32. 

4. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.

Lanzer shows a four wheel drive vehicle with a central drive unit having planetary 
gearing. 

Palazzolo sows a four wheel drive vehicle with a central drive unit having two 
modes.

Forsyth and Sommer each show a central drive unit. 

Haka and Lovatt each show a two speed central drive unit.
